The House of 
Representatives has its share of the 
ambitious too. 
Mr. Blow rents a small office 
somewhere around Capitol Hill and 
puts up a 
banner, 
Presidential 
Hopeful - Please Walk In.” 
Why are you a candidate and what 
causes you to think you can be 
elected?” a newspaper reporter 
inquires. 
‘‘Because I’ve been mentioned as a 
Presidential prospect. Just this 
morning my wife said, ‘Joe, I think 
you’ve got just as much chance of 
being President as any of those other 
clunkheads.’ “ Once mentioned as a 
prospect you then and there become a 
Hopeful. 
‘‘One mention doesn’t make much 
of a prospect,” the interviewing 
reporter said. 
“Of course not,” agreed Joe, “but 
go ask the local experts around the 
Country. My name will surely crop 
up.” 
‘‘What about the polls?” the 
reporter wanted to know.

Social Security Cards 
For Children Under 6 


About 300,000 children a 
year now get aocial security 
cards before they're 6 years 
old, according to social se­ 
curity official* here. 
"About 32,000 infants a 
year are issued social secu­ 
rity numbers before they’re 
I year old," a spokesman 
said. The numbers are often 
used on bank accounts and 
stock certificates in a child’s 
name, he said. 
"Most people don’t start 
working arui making payroll 
or self-employment contri­ 


butions to social security 
until they’re somewhat older 
than 6," the spokesman said. 
"Some start earlier, though. 
Recently, a little girl in 
Mississippi got a job—and 
her social security card— 
when she was I year old. 
She was hired to play the 
role of an infant in a movie 
and earned social security 
credit." 
Contributions to social se­ 
curity from covered earn­ 
ings build a young worker’s 
protection against loss of 


earnings in case of severe 
and prolonged disability as 
well as for retirement, ac­ 
cording to the spokesman. 
"Also, a worker’s family can 
count on survivors insur­ 
ance 
if 
he 
dies 
prema­ 
turely," he said. 
A parent can get a social 
security card for a child by 
applying at any social se­ 
curity office. "A child’s so­ 
cial security 
number re­ 
mains the same for life," 
the spokesman said.

Value of Personal 
Belongings 


Your coat disappears from a 
checkroom. 
Your curtains are 
damaged at the laundry. Your 
couch is stained by water leaking 
down from an upstairs apartment. 
Assuming you are 
entitled to 
compensation, how much money 
can you collect? What is the value, 
in dollars and cents, of your per­ 
sonal belongings? 


AUSTIN — Investigations of 
stock-loan scandals which have 
rocked the state for nearly 
seven months moved forward 
on three fronts during the past 
week. 
Travis County District At­ 
torney Robert O. 
Smith an­ 
nounced plans to present to the 
grand jury here evidence 
compiled by Texas Atty. Gen. 
Crawford C. Martin’s staff. 
Martin said evidence includes 
material pertaining to federal 
Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission allegations that 
large bank loans were extended 
to high state officials by the 
Sharpstown State Bank in 1969. 
Money went to stock purchases 
by officials at the time Sharp­ 
stown bank head Frank Sharp 
was trying to get deposit in­ 
surance legislation passed. 
Sharp was invited to testify 
within the next three weeks 
before a House General In­ 
vestigating Committee. 
Committee asked Sharp to 
talk about bills in which he was 
interested in 1969 “and other 
matters that may be pertinent 
concerning Sharpstown State 
Bank, the National Bankers 
Life Insurance Company and 
any relationship with public 
officials.” 
Meanwhile, State Insurance 
Commissioner Clay Cotten 
turned over to district attorneys 
in Houston, Dallas and Austin 
results of his investigation of 
NBL. 
Cotten said he feels in­ 
surance, embezzlement and 
conspiracy laws may have been

A simple test was suggested by 
the proprietor of a restaurant, 
after a woman's coat vanished 
from his checkroom. 
“We will pay her what it would 
cost to buy a secondhand coat of 
similar quality," he said in a court 
hearing. “After all, that is what 
she lost—a secondhand coat.** 
But the court awarded her sub­ 
stantially more than the second­ 
hand value. The judge said that, 
in her eyes, it was her own per­ 
sonal garment— not just a “sec­ 
ondhand coat." 
Generally speaking, in fixing 
damages for personal belongings, 
the law will take the viewpoint of 
the original owner rather than of 
the person responsible for the 
loss. Accordingly, it relies mainly 
on the original cost of the item 
(minus depreciation). 
What if the lost or damaged 
merchandise was part of a m atch­ 
ing set? May you collect for the 
entire set? The law usually says 
yes, again taking the viewpoint of 
the owner. 
Thus, when five out of a set of 
eight matching drapes were ruined 
at the laundry, a court held the 
laundry liable for all eight. The 
judge said that since the customer 
would have to buy a whole new 
set, this was the truest measure of

“Because I’ve been mentioned as a 
Presidential prospect. Just this 
morning my wife said, ‘Joe, I think 
you’ve got just as much chance of 
being President as any of those other 
clunkheads.’ “ Once mentioned as a 
prospect you then and there become a 
Hopeful. 
“One mention doesn’t make much 
of a prospect,” the interviewing 
reporter said.

For Children Under 6 


About 300,000 children a 
year now get social security 
cards before th ey’re 6 years 
old, according to social se­ 
curity officials here. 
“About 32,000 infants a 
year are issued social secu­ 
rity numbers before they’re 
I year old,” a spokesman 
said. The numbers are often 
used on bank accounts and 
stock certificates in a child’s 
name, he said. 
“Most people don’t start 
working and making payroll 
or self-em ploym ent contri­ 


butions to social security 
until they’re somewhat older 
than 6,” the spokesman said. 
“Some start earlier, though. 
Recently, a little girl in 
Mississippi got a job— and 
her social security card— 
when she was I year old. 
She was hired to play the 
role of an infant in a movie 
and earned social security 
credit.” 
Contributions to social se­ 
curity from covered earn­ 
ings build a young worker’s 
protection against loss of 


earnings in case of severe 
and prolonged disability as 
well as for retirement, ac­ 
cording to the spokesman. 
“Also, a worker’s family can 
count on survivors insur­ 
ance 
if 
he 
dies 
prema­ 
turely,” he said. 
A parent can get a social 
security card for a child by 
applying at any social se­ 
curity office. “A child’s so­ 
cial 
security 
number 
re­ 
mains the same for life,” 
the spokesman said.

Your 
couch is stained by water leaking 
down from an upstairs apartment. 
Assuming you 
are

compensation, how much money 
can you collect? What is the value, 
in dollars and cents, of your per­ 
sonal belongings? 


AUSTIN — Investigations of 
stock-loan scandals which have 
rocked the state for nearly 
seven months moved forward 
on three fronts during the past 
week. 
Travis County District At­ 
torney Robert O. 
Smith an­ 
nounced plans to present to the 
grand jury here evidence 
compiled by Texas Atty. Gen. 
Crawford C. M artin’s staff. 
Martin said evidence includes 
material pertaining to federal 
Securities 
and 
Exchange 
Commission allegations that 
large bank loans were extended 
to high state officials by the 
Sharpstown State Bank in 1969. 
Money went to stock purchases 
by officials at the time Sharp­ 
stown bank head Frank Sharp 
was trying to get deposit in­ 
surance legislation passed. 
Sharp was invited to testify 
within the next three weeks 
before a House General In­ 
vestigating Committee. 
Committee asked Sharp to 
talk about bills in which he was 
interested in 1969 “and other 
matters that may be pertinent 
concerning Sharpstown State 
Bank, the National Bankers 
Life Insurance Company and 
any relationship with public 
officials.” 
Meanwhile, State Insurance 
Com m issioner Clay Cotten 
turned over to district attorneys 
in Houston, Dallas and Austin 
results of his investigation of 
NBL. 
Cotten said he feels in­ 
surance, em bezzlem ent and 
conspiracy laws may have been

A simple test was suggested by 
the proprietor of a restaurant, 
after a woman’s coat vanished 
from his checkroom. 
“We will pay her what it would 
cost to buy a secondhand coat of 
similar quality,” he said in a court 
hearing. “After all, that is what 
she lost— a secondhand coat.” 
But the court awarded her sub­ 
stantially more than the second­ 
hand value. The judge said that, 
in her eyes, it was her own per­ 
sonal garment— not just a “sec­ 
ondhand coat.” 
Generally speaking, in fixing 
damages for personal belongings, 
the law will take the viewpoint of 
the original owner rather than of 
the person responsible for the 
loss. Accordingly, it relies mainly 
on the original cost of the item 
(minus depreciation). 
What if the lost or damaged 
merchandise was part of a match­ 
ing set? May you collect for the 
entire set? The law usually says 
yes, again taking the viewpoint of 
the owner. 
Thus, when five out of a set of 
eight matching drapes were ruined 
at the laundry, a court held the 
laundry liable for all eight. The 
judge said that since the customer 
would have to buy a whole new 
set, this was the truest measure of
